In consequence, it, also became 
apparent thut punitive action 
against the Inadiords of houses used 
as brothels was not likely to be easy 
in the absence of convictions 
against true keepers of brothels. It 
!becdme nécessary, therefore, to ob- 
tain convictions and nominal pen- 
alties against the inmates in order 
to procure the evidence necessary 
to procecd against landlords. Of 
the three cases so far taken: against 
Inndlords only one prove suécessful,
